RUSSIA MAY YET FIND HERSELF 


Independent Democratic 


Bad as the situation in Russia is, it is by no means 
hopeless. There has been in the world’s history but one 
revolution to which it may be compared — that of the 
French people in 1780. 

The French were a better educated people than the 
Russians, and lived in a compact territory considerably 
less than twice the size of Arizona. The French spoke 
one language. Russia is two and one-half times the size 
of the United States, and has in it thirty-eight distinc- 
languages. 

The French revolution began in 1789, with the as- 
sembly’ of the states-general and ended with the conven- 
tion in 1795. The Russian revolution began in February 
of the present year, and has four years ahead of it before 
it will have been as long as that of France. 

The French king was arrested in 1791 and was exe- 
cuted more than a year and a half later. Nicholas Rom- 
anoff has seven more months between his arrest and exe- 
cution, if his history and that of Louis XVI should run 
parallel. 

But the French and the Russian peoples differ in 
many particulars. The Russians are idealists, and are 
dreaming of hewing down the mountains and filling up 
the valleys and reducing everything to a social and eco- 
nomic level. 

The French revolution was saved from this nemesis 
of intoxicating dreams by that ruthless realism which lies 
solidly implanted in the Gallic genius, even when hidden 
by doctrinaire enthusiasm. If the same balance of in- 
stincts is not inherent in the Russian people, it rests with 
their real leaders to apply the lesson of history and urge 
them with all determination into the paths of construc- 
tive energy. 

The Russian people are facing famine. The factor- 
ies are idle, the fields largely uncultivated, except in cer- 
tain sections where life went on as before the revolution 
occurred. We cannot be surprised at this withering up of 
industry in a country which has been for many months 
engrossed in political visions. 

Carlyle calls the French the only revolution the world 
has ever seen. But if the revolution in Russia shall suc- 
ceed, even after five or ten years, in establishing a real 
democracy, the Muscovites will have a revolution beside 
which that of the French is a small affair. 

The future of Russia is ahead of her, and those who 
live through the coming twenty-five years may see won- 
derful things there, ofter the guillotine period has passed. 
The guillotine is pretty sure to be erected in Petrograd 
and Moscow, as it was erected in Paris and Lyons. 


The experts in the various departments of the war 
office in Washington are a funny lot of fellows and have 
been since the republic came into existence. About every 
invention of war armament by land and sea was origi- 
nated by Americans, but they were developed and first 
used by Europeans. The aeroplane, the submarine, the 
torepdo, the floating mine and a dozen others that might 
be named are all American inventions, but they were 
brought to perfection and utilized for warfare in a mod- 
ern way by the fellows across the sea and after they had 
been turned down by our experts. We had almost for- 
gotten the Lewis machine gun, which was pronounced 
worthless by the American war board, but thev are said 
to be the best gun ever made by the British and French 
war expert. Perhaps our men are right and the foreign- 
ers are wrong, but just the same there is a doubt con- 
cerning the matter in the public mind.
